Plane With 
24 Aboard 
Is Missing

HONOLULU (AP) - Military 
aircraft searched the Pacific 
Ocean 700 miles southwest of 
here early today for a missing 
Air Force transport jet carry­ 
ing 24 persons believed to be 
military personnel. 
The four-engine 035, 
mili­ 
tary version of the Boeing 707, 
disappeared Sunday on a 2,227- 
mile flight from Pago Pago, 
American Samoa, to Hawaii. 
An area 200 miles north of 
Palm yra 
Island 
became 
the 
center of search operations aft­ 
er rescue planes picked up the 
signal of a crash position in­ 
dicator, said Capt. Bill Bailee, 
an Air Force information offi­ 
cer. 
“We can’t be positive that the 
device 
is 
from 
the 
missing 
plane,” Bailee said. “ We’ll only 
know for sure after we have it 
picked up after daylight." 
He said no debris had been 
spotted. 
Bailee said the crash position 
indicator 
is 
ejected 
from 
a 
plane when the crew knows it 
is going down. It sends a con­ 
stant 
radio 
signal 
to 
guide 
searching aircraft to the site. 
Bailee said the device was 
spotted by a search plane that 
followed the beacon’s signal.

7 Slain In Detroit Home;

An eighth per­ 
son identified as Robert Gard­

Police said the slayings ap­ 
parently were the latest result 
of a narcotics war which has 
claimed about 25 lives in Det­ 
roit. A search of the house, 
Bannon said, turned up a dozen 
handguns, a quantity of sus­ 
pected narcotics and narcotics 
paraphernalia.

Riots Bring Nat’l Guard 


To Albuquerque; 13 Shot 


ALBUQUERQUE. N.M. (AP) 
—- Two battalions of the New- 
Mexico National Guard were 
mobilized today to back Albu­ 
querque police against any re­ 
currence of a wild night of dis­ 
order that left at least 13 per­ 
sons wounded by gunfire. 
The 
trouble 
flared 
Sunday 
afternoon after police apparent­ 
ly tried to make an arrest at a 
crowded park. Before it was 
over, 
downtown 
businesses 
were burned or looted and po­ 
lice headquarters was stoned 
by an estimated crowd of 500 
young people. About 150 per­ 
sons were arrested. 
In addition to the persons 
wounded by gunshots, police es­ 
timated 
“dozens” 
of 
others 
were injured from flying bottles 
and 
stones, 
beatings, 
and 
smoke or tear gas inhalation. 
National Guard Gen. Ed Hoo- 
ten arrived in Albuquerque this 
morning from Ft.

The latest violence came be­ 
tween 3 a.m. and 4 a.m., when 
two persons were hit by shot­ 
gun pellets after police drew a 
restraining line around a lotted 
liquor store.

third 
person 
had 
been 
wounded there earlier by an 
armed employe of the store. 
Of the others wounded, one 
was hit by gunfire at crowded 
Roosevelt 
Park 
when 
the 
trouble started. Police had no 
official statement on the at­ 
tempted arrests. 
Hospitals in the city reported

that 
they

treated a total of 13 persons for 
gunshot wounds in connection 
with the disorder. Neither po­ 
lice nor the hospitals could say

The latest arrests came this

into the park, where several 
youths had returned after a fo­ 
ray into the downtown area. 
They a n ested about 30 holdouts 
there. The males arrested in

park had been drinking 
heavily, apparently with liquor 
looted from the store, police 
said.

Bums was inspired to write the poem 
after reading and hearing about Bruce 
addressing his troops before the Battle 
at Rannockburn, where they were charg­ 
ed by the English Army. 
In the letter written in Burns’ hand­ 
writing, he explains that “This battle 
was the decisive blow which put Robert 
the First, commonly called Robert de 
Bruce, in quiet possession of the Scottish 
throne. It was fought against Edward II 
, . . the son to that Edward who shed so 
much blood in Scotland in consequence 
of the dispute between Bruce and Baliol. 
When Bruce fled from London to 
claim the Scottish throne, he met with 
the Cummin . . . another claimant to 
the throne at Dumfries. 
“At the altar of the priory, there they 
met, and it is said that Bruce offered the 
Cummin ‘Give me your land and I’ll give 
you my interest in the Crown,’ or visa 
versa. 
“What happened is. nobody knows . . . 
but Bruce came out in a flurry to the 
door and called to his followers, ‘I am 
afraid that I have slain the Cummin.’ 
“Are you afraid,” replied Sir James 
Kilpatrick of Closeburn, and ran to the 
church and stabbed the Cummin in the 
heart, and, coming back, showed him the 
bloody dagger, “I have stickered him,” 
that is, in English, “I have secured him!” 
"Until recently this was the motto of 
the Closeburn family, but the late Sir 
Thomas changed it into ‘I’ll make sure,* 
and the original saying is still on the 
bloody dagger” . . . so wrote Robert 
Bums in 1795. 
What a thing to happen in the low­ 
lands! Dumfries, Closeburn, and Thorn­ 
hill, my grandmother said, were in a 
peace., losing country of Dumfrieshira. 
“Highlanders were uneducated, uncouth, 
rude, and constantly bickering, but Low- 
landers, never! They were peaceful!”

Best entertainment in the cap­ 
ital city last week had to be 
the press conference called by 
Attorney General Theodore L. 
Sendak. 
His conferences always can 
be counted on to produce head­ 
lines. The outspoken Sendak is 
intensely patriotic, an attribute 
hard to find these days. He is 
a 
“hard-liner,” 
believing 
in 
strict law enforcement. Without 
a doubt, his office has been 
plagued by more difficult and 
important cases than all other 
previous 
administrations com­ 
bined. 
Not tied to any faction of the 
Republican party, he has*' fre­ 
quently attempted unsuccessful­ 
ly to play the role of “ peace­ 
maker.” The role has been both 
thankless and fruitless. Before 
one 
rupture 
in 
party 
ranks 
could be healed, three more 
occurred. Through it all, Sen­ 
dak has managed to maintain 
his sense of balance and of 
humor. 
Last week’s conference had 
been called to announce the im ­ 
portant win before the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court of the appeal from 
the decision of a three-member 
Federal Court redistricting the 
state. 
The 
decision 
was 
a 
“ moot” point, since the legis­ 
lature has acted while the ap­ 
peal was pending. However, it 
was a landmark decision, hold­ 
ing “ multi-member districts are 
not inherently unconstitutional” 
and that “each case m ust be 
judged on its own merits.” 
Questions quickly turned to 
the problem of the reports of 
investigations of the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles by the State Po­ 
lice and the State Board of Ac­ 
counts. Reporters had been told 
the previous day by Governor 
Edgar D. Whitcomb that all 
files including the reports had 
been turned over to the Attor­ 
ney General. Whitcomb said: 
“The decision whether to re­ 
lease the contents of the reports 
under provisions of the Hughes 
antisecrecy law is up to the At­ 
torney General.” 
“That might be called passing 
the buck,” Sendak remarked. 
He pointed out that the audit of 
the special services branch was 
the only information that his of­ 
fice had “until I was called to 
the Governor’s office after 5 
o’clock yesterday.” At that time 
he was given two letters dated 
almost 
a 
month 
previous. 
Both were described as “ pre­ 
liminary 
reports” 
and 
filled 
with “hearsay” upon which no 
legal action could be taken. 
Sendak was then questioned 
about the suit filed against the 
state testing the constitutional­ 
ity of the ban on phosphates in 
detergents. Several towns, in­ 
cluding Chicago, have passed 
similar ordinances, but Indiana 
is among the first states to en­ 
act such a ban. 
Detergents manufacturers and 
a trade association are seeking 
to block enforcement by chal­ 
lenging the constititionality of 
the law, scheduled to become 
effective Jan. 1, 1972. Sendak’s 
office studies all proposed laws 
before sending them on to the 
Governor for signature or veto. 
Reporters 
wanted 
to 
know 
what opinion he had sent along 
with the bill to the Governor. 


So many bills passed through 
his office, he did not remember, 
so called for the file. The over­ 
flow crowd of reporters had 
stopped all work in his outer of­ 
fices anyway, and telephones 
had to be answered in whispers 
to prevent interruption of the 
conference. 
The file was produced, and 
Sendak proceeded to read his 
opinion. After the introduction, 
he read: “ It may or may not 
be vulnerable on several con­ 
stitutional 
grounds.” 
In 
an 
aside, 
he 
observed: 
“That’s 
about as wishy-washy of an an­ 
swer as you could get.” He 
ascribed 
the 
answer 
to 
his 
“ news background rather than 
to his legal training.” 
Newsmen inquired 11 Sendak 
would seek re-election. He said: 
” 1 am holding my finger up 
to the wind to test the prevail­ 
ing wind of sentiment one way 
or another, but I don’t see any 
droves of people after me. In 
fact, thanks for being the first.” 
He added that he is conducting 
surveys 
to 
determine 
if 
he 
should run or return to Crown 
Point to practice law. 
Those 
who 
would 
change 
society by riots and disorders 
should heed the words of the 
late Adlai Stevenson. He said: 
“The real patriots are those 
who love America as she if, 
but who want the beloved to 
be more lovable.” 
Abraham Lincoln pointed the 
way to change within the sys­ 
tem.

Brown Co. Farm Commune Founder 
Denies Part In Capitol Bombing

NEEDMORE, Ind. TAP) — 
Larry Canada, founder of a 
farm commune here, denies any 
knowledge 
of the March 1 
bombing of the U. S. Capitol, 
but says he was in Washington 
in May feeding demonstrators 
organic food. 
Canada, 29, has been subpoen­ 
aed as a material witness by a 
Detroit federal grand jury re­ 
portedly probing the bombing 
and the May demonstrations. 
“They (the grand jury) have 
no moral right to question me,” 
Canada said. But when asked if 
he would refuse to answer ques­ 
tions from the federal panel, he 
said, “We’ll just have to wait 
until June 24 to find out.” 
“I catagorically deny any 
knowledge of the bombing or 
any persons involved. But I dig 
it,” said the bearded leader of 
the commune. 
“I was on a train near, I be­ 
lieve, Roswell, New Mexico, 
the day the capítol was bombed. 
And I have my train tickets to 
prove I was there.” 
“I am into nonviolent protest, 
but I differentiate between vio­ 
lence against property and vio­ 
lence against persons,” he add- 
' ed duíüig*a netffc n e n i a r . 
Canada said he assumes ques­ 
tions by the grand jury will fo­ 
cus around his May activities in 
Washington. He said he was in 
Washington, “feeding people or­ 
ganic food.’ * 
Canada was released on his 
- wwrr recognizance Thursday and 
allowed to return to Indiana un­ 
til the grand jury convenes June 
24. He was arrested by FBI 
agents on a federal court bench 
warrant in Bloomington, Ind. 
and taken to Detroit where he

DA NANG, Vietnam (AP) — 
Glenn Storer, the GI whose 
brother took his place in Viet­ 
nam for a brief time, was re­ 
duced in rank two grades and 
fined $146 today for being ab­ 
sent without leave for 13 days. 
Storer, 21, of Yarmouth, 
Maine, was reduced from spe­ 
cialist 4th class to private and 
ordered to forfeit $73 of his pay 
for two months. He waived a 
court-martial and was tried by 
his battalion commander. 
A spokesman said Storer is 
now back with his unit at Land­ 
ing Zone Chloe, a forward base 
in the Que Son mountains about 
25 miles south of Da Nang. He 
is a member of a reconnais­ 
sance platoon in the A meric a 1 
Division. 
Glenn returned to Yarmouth 
for a two-week leave early in 
April. He told his brother Wes­ 
ley, a 22-year-old ski instructor, 
that he hated the war and 
wasn’t going back.

He returned to Vietnam last 
month and Wesley flew home.

where his staff had planted 10,- 
000 tulip trees a year ago. “Be­ 
cause of the excessive use of 
cycles, we can only find five 
trees growing today,” he said. 
Cost of reforesting the area

their money.” 
“And if that isn’t bad enough, 
we had this area marked for 
public wild turkey hunting this 
past spring, but called it off be­ 
cause the motorbikes scattered 
the game.” 
Haubry said long range ef­ 
fects of the unauthorized hill 
climbing could kill the reser­ 
voir’s complete stock of aquatic 
life within 20 years. 
“They are making large ruts 
up the hills, and when it rains, 
the silt is carried down into the 
streams and into the reservoir. 
So, besides having rutted hills 
and a serious erosion problem, 
we’ve seen a decrease in the 
num ber of fish and crawfish in 
the streams, and it won’t take 
that long to get to the reser­ 
voir,” Haubry said.

Court Upholds 
Cities Right To 
Close Pools 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court ruled 5 to 4 to­ 
day that cities faced with in­ 
tegration orders may close 
down swimming pools and oth­ 
er public facilities, denying 
their use to both blacks and 
whites. 
Turning down a plea by a 
group of Jackson, Miss., Ne­ 
groes, the court said there is no 
illegal discrimination when nei­ 
ther blacks nor whites have the 
use of public facilities. All the 
Constitution requires, said Jus­ 
tice Hugo L. Black, is that the 
states do not promote separa­ 
tion of the races. 
The pools ruling marks an­ 
other turning point in Supreme 
Court rulings. It was a rare de­ 
feat for civil rights forces after 
years of almost uninterrupted 
victory in the high court. 
The decision was forged by 
an alignment with Black of the 
two Nixon administration ap­ 
pointments. Chief Justice War­ 
ren E. Burger and Justice Har­ 
ry A. Blackmun, and two con­ 
servative holdovers, John M. 
Harlan and Potter Stewart. 
In dissent were Justices Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas, William J. 
Brennan Jr., Byron R. White 
and Thurgood Marshall. 
Black, speaking for the ma­ 
jority, said, “Neither the 14th 
Amendment or any act of Con­ 
gress purports to impose an af­ 
firmative duty on a state to be­ 
gin to operate or to continue to 
operate swimming pools.

American, Trying To Cross Ocean 


In Small Boat, Is Lost At Sea 


SEATTLE (AP) - As a boy, 
he once sailed a small boat 
across the Baltic Sea. Now 25- 
year-old 
James 
Brinton 
has 
been lost at sea, the victim of 
what his stepfather calls an ob­ 
session to be the first to cross 
an ocean in a kayak. 
“ I used to be a seaman, and 
I know the power of the sea on 
a little boat, but there was 
nothing anyone could do to stop 
him,” said James D. Moore. 
“Jim. always loved the water, 
but he just got possessed with 
an idea, and once he got it, that 
was it.” 
Brinton’s 
capsized 
17-foot 
craft was discovered intact by 
a 
fisherman 
in 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean 
about 
four 
miles 
off 
Washington’s 
Olympic 
Penin­ 
sula early Sunday. 24 hours aft­ 
er the Seattle youth left LaP- 
ush, Wash., for what was to 
have been a 7,000-mile, three- 
month journey to Japan. 
Two aircraft, a Coast Guard 
cutter and a local fishing boat 
searched in winds to 29 miles 
per hour and six-to 10-foot seas, 
but late Sunday Coast Guard 
spokesmen said there was little 
chance Brinton would be found 
alive. 
Moore said he shared the offi­ 
cial 
view, 
with 
some quali­ 
fication. 
“Jimmy 
was 
a marvelous 
swimmer; he always excelled 
at whatever he did,” he said. 
“ He had a wetsuit and a life­ 
jacket, and if he was in the suit 
and pointed in the right direc­ 
tion, he could have made it to 
shore.” 
The 
kayak, 
he 
said, 
was 
crammed with provisions for 
the trip. Special food had been 
collected by a Seattle dietician 
to save space, but Moore said 
the craft still appeared to be 
overloaded. 
“ He has been going out and 
practicing with the kayak, but 
never with all that weight,” he 
said. “ He should have tried the 
boat out in different conditions. 
“Outwardly, when he left, he 
looked very confident, but how 
he looked when he got out there 
on the water and saw how 
loaded be was, I don’t know.”

The total budget, $123.428,997, 
is up 9.3 per cent from this 
year.
